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Most in US think Oswald wasn’t

PRINCETON. NJ. - As 
the House Select Committee 
on Assassinations begins its 
investigations, the over- 
whelming majority of 
Antonians belli vc that oth- 
ers besides Lit Matvey 
Oswald were involved in I lie 
assassination nf President 
John Kennoily in Dallas, 
Nov. Si. 

In the latest survey, just 
completed, 80 percent think 
others were involved in the 
assassination, w hile only 11 
percent think Oswald acted 
alone Nine percent do not 
express an opinion. 


Person* with a college 
background, while 

overwhelmingly of the opin- 
ion that some form of con- 
spiracy was involved, are 
less inclined to hold this 
view that are persons with 
less than a college back- 
gt on ml. 

Approximately one-half 
of the survey respondents 
who believe others were in- 
volved did not. name a spe- 
c’ll ic group. Among those 
who did, however, Cuba or 
Castro were mentioned 
most often. Other responses 
frequently given are “the 


Mafia." “Communists," and 
the CIA. 

The aame survey „lso 
shows that lew Americans 
believe James Earl Ray act- 
ed on his own hi the assassi 
nation of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr in Memphis, April 
4, 1968. Only 18 percent hold 
this view, while 69 percent 
think others were involved 
and 13 percent do not ex 
press an opinion. 

The survey results report- 
ed today ate based on in- 
bome. in-person interviews 
with 1520 adults, 18 and old- 
er. interviewed in more than 
300 scientifically selected lo- 


calities across the nation 
during the period Dec. 10-13. 

An investigation into the 
assassinations of Kennedy 
and King was recently 
launched by the newiv-es- 
lablishcd House Select 
Committee on Assassina- 
tions — the sixth to be con- 
ducted on a huge scale by 
government officials spue 
Kennedy was assassinated 

Richard A. Sprague, chief 
counsel of the House Com 
mitlee. recently told Con- 
gress that the mnvcsliga- 
tion of the deaths of Kenne- 
dy and King would cost 
more than $13 million 


One week after the Ken- 
nedy assassination, a large 
ma jority of Americans i x- 
pressed doubts that Oswald 
had acted alone A sum y 
taken throe yeais later ini 
January, 1967) indicated 
that these doubts had net 
been resolved. It w as, t In rr 


fore, evident that the report 
ul the Warren Commission 
had iatied to convince many 
Anient. ans that Os'.tald 
alone was responsible.
